* re-run of the arrangem ent that gav e the 
American people an assistant chief executiv e 
when Richard M. Nixon took ov er for ailing 
President Eisenhower has been set up between 
President Johnson and Vice President Hum­ 
phry, 
The

arrangem ent 
subseq uently 
was 
made between President John F. Kennedy and 
Mr. Johnson when he was v ice president, thougn 
it nev er had to be used. 
If the President cannot perform his duties he 
will inform Vice President Humphrey if able If 
unable to do this, the v ice president will tak e 
ov er the power» and duties of the presidency 
after whatev er consultation seems appropriate 
to him. 
The v ice president then will continue as chief 
executiv e until President Johnson can resume 
all the duties and functions of the oftice 
If the 34 state ratifications req uired for 
a con­ 
stitutional amendment are obtained, a proposed 
amendment cov ering the same ev entuality will 
be in effect later in this decade. 


For the present, it is deeply reassuring that 
Vice President Humphrey, lik e Mr 
Johnson 
when he was v ice president and lik e Mr N ix <ki 
during the Eisenhower administration, is com­ 
pletely k nowledgeable. 
TTiis is a sharp departure from the prev ailing 
notion about v ice presidents as recently as Har- 
ry Trum an's time, when he admittedly had 
been k ept at arm 's length by Frank lin D Roose­ 
v elt. 
TYiere were reports that President Kennedy 
did not always tak e Mr. Johnson into his confi­ 
dence. but when the time came for 
a transition 
of power Mr. Johnson was able to preside in the 
White House with no interruption of control. 
No one expects that Hubert Humphrey will be 
put to a critical test. President Johnson's opera, 
tion is not comparable with the serious seizures 
that threatened to destroy Dwight Eisenhower. 
But it is a source of solid comfort to realize 
that in any ev entuality the United States has 
a 
back up executiv e who k nows wiiere the pencils 
are k ept and the location of the pencil sharpener.

In all, the embattled teachers expect to tak e 
in $250,000 for their debentures — and borrow 
a good deal of the deficit from their good friend 
W alter Reuther. Not personally, that is. He 
has pledged them at least another q uarter mil­ 
lion dollars out of the treasury of the little 
k nown 
Industrial 
Union 
Department 
of the 
AFL-CIO. whose cup runneth ov er with money 
and crack manpower. 


IT S NOT STRANGE that the militants of 
the old CIO should pledge support and put tne 
money on the line. Professional groups hav e 
long been among Reuther’s objectiv es and the 
Teachers’ Union leaders, though younger, are 
his philosophical companions. 
They are pushing their way through the v ast 
white collar field as Reuther once did through 
the non-union industrial underbrush. They hav e 
called daring strik es — such as ‘'pulling” the 
v ast New York City school system. 
They hav e sat-in. as they did last April in 
the Hamtramck (MichA Copernicus 
J u n i or 
High School, not far from Reuther's first auto 
sit-in. 
They 
hav e 
dispatched 
their 
own 
pick et 
sq uads to bolster other professionals on mili­ 
tant pick et lines — such as the New York City 
Welfare Departm ent employes in 
a long, cold 
and bitter struggle. 


THEY HAVE HAD cooperation from other 
Industrial unions — such as the United Rubber 
Work ers when they mov ed on the Ak ron, O., 
school board. 
Most of their leaders across the land are 
young by labor standards, such as the New 
York Teachers Federation president Al Shan- 
k er. His m aster’s degree in philosophy has not 
erased the impact of his parents, both of whom 
were trade unionists. He is 38 and one of the 
th jb f natinal labr ladrship in adcdtinhrdlu 
new breed of labor militants to whom will go 
the job of national labor leadership in a decade 
or so. 
He and his colleagues are self-assured, but 
they did not stride in.o their early campaigns 
without experienced field comm anders at their 
side. One ot the latter — another about whom 


the nation soon will be talk ing — Is Jack 
Conway. 
For 15 years he was executiv e aid to Reuther. 
Morerecently he helped weld the “ pov erty” 
machine together for Sargent Shriv er. Now ht 
has returned to the labor mov ement as execu­ 
tiv e director of the Industrial Union Dept. 


IT WAS 1IE who work ed alongside the orig­ 
inal Teachers’ Union leadership when they first 
launched a driv e against the massiv e New 
York City school system. By actual count. Jack 
Conway put in 300 hours of negotiations in the 
campaign which gav e the United Federation 
of Teachers their first break through in N e w 
York — and some 40,000 members ev entually. 
Once again Conway, a brilliant strategist, 
is behind them. Tnus, theirs is not a random 
driv e. Their early “ concentration states” are 
California, Michigan, Wisconsin. Illinois, Louis­ 
iana and Connecticut. Their first targets will 
be the big cities, now that they hav e succeeded 
in break ing through in New York , Chicago, Phil­ 
adelphia and Hartford. 
Mark this campaign well. It Is but the early 
chapter of a thick history. The teacners’ na­ 
tional presiden*, bantam Charles Cogen, re­ 
ports that the school systems in the smaller 
c iie s now will go lik e the big ones in a series 
of union selection elections. 


THE NATIONAL MEMBERSHIP is edging up 
towards 200,000 Each v ictory adds thousands 
more. Just as the old CIO driv es on the auto 
and steel fronts unleashed a fev er which spread 
to other m ass industries in 
the 
’30« , 
the 
school teachers and their college instructors 
and professional allies, will infect masses of 
white collar employes of state and regional 
gov ernments. 
It's the early day of a new era. It will add 
a new dimension to labor — and to modern 
education as well.

Russia' sNew 
Enemy China

Russian soldiers are now warned by -i# 
Kremlin that their “ main enem y” is Red Chin* 
and not just the West. 
According 
to 
diplomats 
from 
Communst 
E ast Europe, a rev ised edition of the Red 
Army’s standard 
propaganda 
book 
ent, <d 
“ Know Your Enemy” is currently being ciia- 
tributed to Sov iet garrisons stationed on R,i|. 
sia’s 4.000-mile-long frontier with Red China 
The former edition of the book contained the 
statem ent that Western im perialists and Anv r- 
lean 
capitalists 
were 
the 
“ only 
enema 
against whom the Russian soldier must •* 
ready to fight in order to defend Russia a id 
world communism. But in the rev ised editi n, 
the enemies of the “ Fatherland” to be fought 
include the new category of “ nonfriendly C 
iminists.” 
Since the demise of former Prem ier Nik ita 
Khrushchev the Kremlin's new rulers hav « 
carefully av oided any direct reference to Ma# 
Tsetung or Red China. Thus, the new edema 
of "Know Your Enem y" does not state that 
“ nonfriendly Communists” means Red Chi a 
But it's hardly a coincidence—in the v iew of 
the East 
European diplomats—that 
sev eral 
million copies of the book were first distributed 
among Russian troops on the Sov iet-Chines* 
border. 
Nor is it a coincidence that Moscow’s larf « t 
propaganda urges the Red Army to stand ready 
to fight for the “ Fatherland” and not for thw 
v ic'orv of world communism. 
\ SIMILAR APPEAL was made bv Stalin 
after Hitler attack ed Russia in 1941. Aware that 
the ordinary Russian would fight for “ Holv 
Mother Russia” but not for the Marxist-Leninist 
creed. Stalin declared that the conflict with 
Nazi Germany was. in effect, a “great pari- 
©tic war. He ev en inv ok ed the aid of th« 
perescuted Eastern Or:hodox Church. 
History is clearly repeating itself in Russia 
There is little doubt that it is fear of Red 
China « hat forced Moscow to join the United 
Spates in seek ing a peaceful solution to the corv 
flict between Ii’dia and Pak istan ov er Kashmir. 
Communist par y chief Leonid Brezhnev said 
as much when he expressed the Sov iet gov ern­ 
m ent’s “ anxiety” ov er the fact that It took 
place in “ a region immediately adjacent to the 
frontiers of the Sov iet Union.” 


BREZHNEV ALSO hinted that Red China is 
dcerm ined sooner or later, to attack India. 
The East European diplomats believ e that 
any action at all by Russia would be in support 
of India. This could bring Red Russia into a 
direct armed conflict with Red China 
Under the circumstances, there is little Mos­ 
cow can do except to try to isolate China from 
the res1 of the Communist world and back the 
United States and the Unitid Nations in their ef- 
forts to settle the Kashmir problem. 
This does not mean that Russia's Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyk o will stop his attack 
against “American im perialism.” Such attack s 
are his stock in trade and Russia, to fight R< d 
China, must preserv e her rev olutionary image 
at all costs. 
Nev erthe.ess Mae Tse-tung’s aggressiv e de­ 
signs against India hav e, ironically enough, 
giv en the I nited Nations a new lease on life 
by forcing Russia to back the peace efforts of 
the United States.

Be aware of all 
the written material available 
on the subject, because I assure 
y ou that the attorney op p osing 
y ou has read every hing credible 
in the field.” 


HE POINTED to the lie de­ 
tector test which has run into 
leg al entang lements. 


“The fing erp rint test, on the 
ether hand, is ilm ost accep ted 
as a m atter of law.” he said, 
“The way hy p nosis — an area 
now in its infancy — is inter­ 
p reted by the courts is g oing 
to dep end on the discretion of 
the doctors and lawy ers who 
use it," Silverman said 
“ If the p rop er foundation is 
laid now, it is p robable that it 
will be accep ted by the courts 
as a valid scientific device ” 
He said in an interview later 
that he op p oses the use of hy p ­

HARRY ARONS, director of 
the Ethical Hy p nosis Training 
Center at Irving ton, N J . held 
a different view He distributed 
a rep rint of a recent article 
he wrote for Police Mag azine 
which said in p art: 
“ A cry ing need at p resent is 
for comp etent and thoroug h in. 
struction in hy p nosis for law en­ 
forcement officers. 
“ I do not feel that instruc­ 
tion by p hy sicians would be ad­ 
vantag eous because doctors, as 
a rule, take an ex tremely nar­ 
row view of the ap p lication of 
hy p nosis and are likely to scare 
p olice officers out of making 
adeq uate use 
of 
these 
tech­ 
niq ues.” 
'Hie over-all q uestion of hvp - 
Hosts and the law has been a 
subject of disp ute for several 
y ears. For one thing the art, 
once known as mesmerism or 
animal mag netism, still hang3 
under a cloud of q uackery . 


SOME 
IKK TORS and p sy ­ 
cholog ists have warned that its 
use by p ersons not medically 
trained could have disastrous 
e'fect. p articularly in the case 
of susp ects who mig ht be p sy ­ 
chotic. 
Meanwhile, hy p nosis in other 
areas is bound to flower if p rac­ 
ticed as advised by Dr Maurice 
Bry ant of Colfax , Wash., who 
sp oke to the dentists

When inducing hy p nosis, 
he 
advised “ tell the p atient what 
she wants to hear.” 


"No m atter how she looks, 
say she's lovely ,” said Bry ant.
